The traffic congestion problem, the 
fact that they are detrimental to 
the piibllc health, that they prevent 
tbe proper circulation of freab air 
and sunshine, that thay lead to a 
monopoly of all arallahla mortgage 
money, will contribute to thair 
downfall. Rut the thing whMk will 
prevent tbalr apraad to aot priaarily 
any of thaaa oaaaldarattoaa.
